Who Are One in Hatred of Austria. 


Prospect 
of 
Settlement 


Without Resort to Arms 


is Encouraging. 


Ixmdon, Oct. 12.—The news received 


this morniug from the storm centers 
in the east confirms the belief held In 
London that the powers will find a 
friendly solution of the crisis which 
has agitated Europe for more than a 
week. Servla, It Is now thought, has 
fallen in line with the other stulcs di- 
rectly Interested and Is taking a more 
quiet view of the situation. 


The resolution of the Servian as 


sembly passed this morning, which 
amounts practically to a vote of con- 
fidence in the government has taken 
the matter ot Servia's attitude to- 
wards Austria-Hungary out of the 
hands of that easily swayed body and 
placed It with the cabinet. The mem- 
bers of the cabinet are aware of the 
actual condition of affairs and doubt- 
less will heed the warnings of the 
powers and take no rash steps. 


The powers, can therefore, continue 


their negotiations in the matter of 
an international conference without 
fear of interruption by an outbreak 
from any of the Balkan states. 


Majority Oppose Britain. 


A majority of the powers continue 


In favor of the conference and are op- 
posed to Great Britain's suggestion 
that the matter could be more, quickly 
settled by an exchange of notes and 
possibly a meeting of the ambassadors 
at 
Constantinople, 
a 
course 
that 


•would avoid the introduction of ques- 
tions other than accomplished facts. 


There is reason to believe that M. 


Iswolsky, Russian, minister of foreign 
affairs, in asking for this conference, 
does not desire to re-open the entire 
near eastern question; that he is ask- 
ing for something, however, is con- 
firmed by a statement made today by 
an official o£ the Russian embassy that 
Great Britain cannot adhere to the 
stand she has taken, namely, that the 
conference must be confined to the 
actions of Bulgaria and Austria-Hun- 
gary. 


The cabinet had a long meeting this 


morning at which foreign Secretary 
Grey set forth the position he had 
taken and explained the views of M. 
Iswolsky. At the close o£ the meet- 
ing the foreign office announced that 
it had nothing to say at the present 
time.

Cettinje, Oct. 12.—The Montenegrin 


national assembly opened here today 
in extaronllnary session. The war fe- 
ver resulting from the annexation by 
Austria-Hungary of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina, which already is running high, 
has been strengthened by a bellicose 
message to parliament from Prince 
Nicholas, W!K> declared that the an- 
nexation of these two provinces had 
inflicted a crying wrong upon the peo- 
ple of Montenegro, and that the peo- 
ple were prepared to sacrifice their 
last drop of bloorl unless the peaceful 
endeavors now on foot resulted in 
righting ihis grievance. The message 
was received with cheers and other 
demonstrations of approval.

Convention of Churches of 


Christ in New Orleans 


Gets Eeports. 


New Orleans, Oct. 12.—Foreign mis- 


sions today received tho almost undi- 
vided attention of the International 
conference of the Churches o£ Christ. 
Mission study classes, reports and ad- 
drosses filled a busy program of fully 
ten hours. 


A. B. McLean, of Cincinnati, presi- 


dent o£ tho Foreign 
Missionary so- 


ciety, prefaced the annual reports of, 
that body by the following summary: 


"This society represents the people 


known as 'Christians' or 'disciples of 
Christ.' Its agents are found in twelve 
different countries. This society has 
154 American missionaries in its em- 
ploy and 410 native evangelists, teach- 
ers and helpers. Last year its medl 
cal missionaries 
treated 99,000 pa- 


tients. The society maintains forty 
schools and colleges. The attendance 
at these last year was 3,388. In ten 
years the receipts have been trebled. 
In that time tho force has been more 
than doubled." 


Foreign Missionary Report. 


Following Mr. McLean's remarks the 


annual report of the society was pre- 
sented. It was in part as follows: 


"Gains have been made all along 


the line this year, save in that of 
financial Income. The hard times 
caused receipts to fall below those 
of last year, when they reached $305,- 
000. 


"The largest number of new mis- 


sionaries ever sent out by the society 
sailed this year, in all twenty-four. 
They went to China, India, Africa, 
Tibet, the Philippines and Japan. 


"At Bolenge, Africa, in the Congo 


Free State, we now have a church o£ 
nearly 500 members, a Sunday school 
of more than 1,000 and tho largest 
Christian Endeavor society 
in the 


world, with 400 members. The con- 
tributions of this church for mission- 
ary purposes this year amounted to 
rnoro than $000, though tho wages of 
the people are less than ten cents a 
ilay.. 


"In the Philippine islands nearly ],- 


000 have been baptized during the 
year. In China the mission schools 
are besieged by applicants for admis- 
sion and the hospitals by patients for 
treatment. 
One of our hospitals In 


Chican treated 36,000 patients this 
year. Ali of these patients are taught 
concerning Christianity. 


"During this year the society sold 


more than 5.000 missionary books and 
organized about 
400 mission study 


classes. Its workers located in all the 
great mission Melds number nearly 
600."

or night intruder. 


Planned to Baffle Intruder. 


Even the "playhouse," which is in-| 


tended for Mr. Rockefeller's 
grand- 


children, is connected with the resi- 
dence by a tunnel, or half" sunken 
covered 
passageway. 
The 
whole 


building seems to have been planned 
to make an approach by an outsider 
almost impossible. 


There is only one main entrance, 


and this is through a gateway. 
The 


house is built backward, too. 
What 


appears to be an imposing colonial 
front, looking in the direction of the 
Hudson river, is the rear of the resi- 
dence. 


There is a subbasemcnt besides the 


main basement, and broad walks lead j 
past terraces to what might be taken! 
for the main entrance. Instead they 
lead to blind walls. 


No Steps Are to Be Seen. 


No steps are discernible whatso- 


ever. The visitor suddenly finds him- 
self standing on a terrace looking up 
one and a half stories over a series of 
stone walls to what appears to be the 
living part of the house. 


The side approaches to the broad 


piazzas which half encircle the house 
are concealed, and only one familiar 
with the secret 01 the labyrinth conltl 
gain access to any part of the build- 
ing unless entrance was made through 
the gateway. 


This astonishing inaccessibility of 


the house is common to all sides save 
the front, which faces a commodious 
red brick stable. To add to the maze j 
or labyrinth of walls and concealed! 
steps, hundreds of shrubs have been! 
planted on the terraces and one wide 
graveled walk, lined with small pop- 
lar trees, encircles the house. 
It 


leads to no place in particular and it 
adds greatly to the general effect of 
well planned ornamentation.

Blodhound of Keen Scent. 


Two watchmen, guarded the house 


last night, one of them a special de- 
tective sent up from this city. 
The 


bloodhound is said to be of keen 
scent.

The International Reform bureau

speaTiing of the work of his bureau, 
"is fighting bad shows: is putting an 
end to race track gambling: is driving 
Hqnor out of government 
buildings 


and removing the rum 
altogether.

Take from the oven and fill to overflowing with 
boiling hot, strained tomato; then seal. If there is any of the strained 
tomato left, can It for sauces.

all other preventable diseases. 


Prof. Fisher is a member of the Na- 


tional Conservation commission aud 
for many years has been carrying on 
•Indies along these lines. The com- i 
minion received letters from pliysl- 
duui all over the country urging ii 
to consider the bearing of publk 
health on the economic efficiency of 
the nation In Its efforts to ascert:>ii. 
tb» resources of tho country. 


The commission from the beglnnins; j 


has contemplated reports on the eco- j 
nomio aspects of several phases of! *»* 
the conservation movement which at'-! -*- 
fects the duration and effectiveness i .. 
of human life, but Prof. Fisher has j £ 
undertaken to prepare a comprehen 
eive statement' of the whole subject *** 
of the relations of public health to 
the general field of conservation, ami 
especially as to the waste from pre- 
ventable 
disease 
and unnecessary 


deaths. 
. 
Eminent In Science. ' 


• Dr. Fisher is professor of political 
economy at Yale university and chair- 
man of the "Committee of One Hun- 
dred" of the American Association 
for 
the 
Advancement of Science, 


which has for a long time been car- 
rying on propaganda for tho Increase 
of national health through the elimi- 
nation of preventable diseases. This 
committee of one hundred is com- 
posed of physicians and men engage:! 
In active sociological work In every 
part of the country, and the result. 
of their investigations and experience 
are all available to Dr. Fisher, BO thai 
his report ought to be the most thcr- 


.' ongh-golng and complete summary of 


the situation ever made. 


At the tuberculosis congress, Prof. 


Fisher declared that 138,000 persons 
die of consumption every year. The 
cost of medical attendance and the 
loss of earnings before death aver- 
age at least 12,400, he said, while if 
to this is added the money that'might 
have been earned with health, the to- 
tal loss In each case Is about $8,000. 
He pointed out, also, that the disease 
usually attacks young men and wo- 
men just at the time when they are 


..,.. beginning to earn money and cuts off 


their earning power for about three 
years on an average, before they die. 


Subject Has Economic Value. 


This subject of the economic value 


to the country of a general raising of 
the average health came up in the 


. 
governors' conference at the white 


. 
house in May. Dr. Qeorge M. Kober 
In his speech on the "Conservation 
of Life and Health by Improved Wa- 
ter Supply" at the Conference pre- 
sented figures which showed that the 
decrease in the "vital assets".of the 
country through typoid fever in a 
single year is more than $350,000,000. 
Typhoid is spread by polluted water 
largely so that the death rate from

Dr. Kober quoted statistics

where the typhoid fever rate was re 
<3uced from 104 in 100,000 to 26 by 
an efficient filtration plant, amounts 
to $475,000 a year, of which $350,000 
may be considered a real increase to 
the vital assets of the city. Census 
bureau figures show that the average 


. annual death rate from typhoid in 
. cities with contaminated water suj: 


plies was reduced from G9.4 per 100 
000 to 19.8 by the substitution of pun 
supplies. 


Dr. Kober cited estimates showin 


that the average length of hurna: 
life in the sxteenth century was be 


• tween 18 and 20 years, and that a 
. the close of the eighteenth century 


•was a little more than 30, while t 
day it is between 38 and 40—indeev 
the span of life since 1SSO has bee 
lengthened about six years.
